Stephen Border was placed on trial 


at 9 o'clock this morning before a 
jury in Squire Kratzer's court on a 
charge of cruelty to animals and the 
case was not 
completed at 
3:30 


o'clock. 
Border was charged with 


cutting a large gash in the tongue of 
a mule belonging to William A. Mull. 
The ease dragged along slowly and a 
large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined. Wallace Morgan represented 
the State and Albert Stevens the de- 
fense. 


The defense offered by Border was 


that the cut on the mule's tongue was 
caused by a bridle bit and not by a 
knife as the State contended. Border 
was the last witness before the attor- 
neys started the argument. 
Border 


stated that the cut had been on the 
animal's tongue for three weeks. Mr. 
Mull did not discover it until this 
week. 
The defendant told the jury 


that Harry Mull had jerked the mule 
one day and that'its mouth bled. He 
intimated that the cut was caused by 
Harry Mull. On finding the cut Bor- 
der said Mr. Mull became very angry 
and threatened him. 


The State rested its case at noon 


after five witnesses had testified that 
the cut on the mules tongue was made 
by a sharp instrument and not by a 
bit. The wound, according to all the 
men was about an inch and a half 
deep and two and one-half inches in 
length, 
fhe State showed that the 


cut was not made by a bit because 
the wound was farther back in the 
animal's mouth than where the bit 
rests. 


W. A. Mull, owner of the span:) of 


mules and the employer of Stephen 
Borders, when the crime is alleged to 
have been committed, was the first 
witness. He stated that on last Tues- 
day he found the cut in the mule's 
tongue. It was a gash, according to 
Mr. Mull two and 
one-half inches 


long, one inch deep and about five 
inches 'from the tip of the tongue. 
Borders according to Mr. Mull, said 
he cut the tongue because he "could 
do nothing with the mule." He stated 
that Border used a knife. Mr. Mull 
claimed that the cut was made last 
Saturday. 


Dr. Charles E. Morris, a veterinary 


surgeon, told the jury that he found a 
deep cut which he believed was caus- 
ed by a knife. According to him it 
was a very bad wound and the mule 
might have to be killed. He did not 
believe a bit could cause it. 


Ernest Mull stated that Border had 


acknowledged to him that he cut the 
tongue. The State brought out that 
the mule was not hard to handle and 
was not dangerous. 
He stated that 


a fourteen-year-old boy had often 
worked the mule and it had given him 
no trouble. 


Charles Hambrock testified that the 


wound could not possibly have been 
caused by pulling on the bit with the 
lines. He said he was working the 
mule when the wound was found and 
that there was no blood coming from 
the cut showing that the bit was in 
front of the gash and not resting in 
it.

of Moisture Also Combine to

Some Fields Are Replanted Twice— 


This Comes on Top of Wheat 


Failure. 


;'Corn will not 
grow 
on 
cold 


nights," said a farmer on the streets 
today. 
"The chill of such nights as 


we have had the last week dwarfs 
the stalks and 
gives 
them a bad 


start. The dry weather is very dam- 
aging, and the prospects for a good 
corn crop are very poor." 


He declared that he believed he 


was expressing a universal condi- 
;ion among agriculturalists in Rush 
county. 
After having their wheat 


crop spoiled by the weather condi- 
rions the farmers are almost disgust- 
ed this year. 


Farmers are anxiously awaiting a 


mrd beating rain that will soak into 
the ground. 
They believe that the 


conditions will not be relieved until 
he rain comes. The late spring was 
enough to discourage them for 
the 


•emaiuder i.'f the season, but the lack 
of wet weather and thejow 'tempera- 
,ure of nights for the last week has 
only 
served 
to 
augment 
their 


roubles. 


It is estimated that at least one- 


hird of the corn crop is being or will 
)e replanted. The cold weather and 
ack of enough moisture is advanced 
s the cause. There were more acres 
f ground in Rush county planted in 
corn this year than has been the case 
'or many years. In some'parts of 
he county corn has been replanted a 
second time. 


The poor quality of the seed corn 


uis combined with the unfavorable 
veather conditions to make the corn 
crop backward. ' Many farmers had 
o buy seed corn this spring as their 
own was not fit for use. They have 
experienced much difficulty in getting 
he purchased seed to sprout. It is 
said by many farmers that the ma- 
orily of the corn was not matured 
ast fall before the winter weather 
set in and it is for this reason that 
he grain will nr.t germinate properly 
his spring. 


Farmers each year are paying 


nore attention to the quality of their 
seed corn. 
But even at 
that they 


meet with conditions which hinder the 
raising of corn. The Purdue univer- 
sity agricultural experiment station 
officials have been educating fann- 
ers for several years in this regard.. 
They have carried on a very aggres- 
sive campaign urging care in the se-. 
ection of seed corn so that farmers 
Mich year are coming to realize the 
,-alne of this advice. 


The trouble 
with the "corn crop 


comes on the -heels of the apparent 
failure of the wheat crop. It was 
mothered by the ice and snow fields 
which enveloped the fields of Rush 
county last winter. For this reason 
it is believed the wheat 
crop this 


year will he one of the smallest in 
the history of the county. 


Evidence of the apparent inadapt- 


ibility of the crop to the soil in Rush 
county, has completely disgusted a 
number of the farmers in the county 
and a few had made the declaration 
that they will "never 
again plant 


wheat." 


Never before, it is asserted, has 


the prospects for a crop been so 
hopeless, and never 'before, growers 
and dealers declare, has the winter 
had' such a deteriorating effect upon 
the crop.

"ft is without doubt the smallest 


crop Bush county bas^had in a nnm- 
berjrf yearg," was «M stiteamt of 


a prominent farmer today. "Farmers 
who have lived in the county for any 
length of time will all 
coincide • in 


this opinion. I believe that the acre- 
age will be but five or ten per cent of 
that of last year. Last year's crop 
was fairly large. The local wheat 
market, I believe, will praetically 
come to a standstill—with a big de-

The Roosevelt Committeemen Wanted 


to Throw Down Bars and Let in All 
Reporters, but Tafters Outnumbered 
Them Overwhelmingly and Papers 
of the Country Will Be Represented 
Only Through Press Associations. 


Chicago, June 
7.—Many believed 


that the initial deliberations of tL2 Re- 
publican national committee would re- 
sult in a test vote by which the exact 
strength in the committee of the war- 
ring Taft and Roosevelt forces would 
be known. The only test vote of any 
kind was on the resolution to admit 
newspaper correspondents to tbe pro- 
ceedings of the committee. 


Ex-President Roosevelt had declared 


that the committee was intending to 
cheat him in deciding the contests, 
and he demanded the widest publicity 
of all the proceedings of the commit- 
tee. 
President Taft, accepting this 


challenge, requested Captain Harry S. 
New, 
chairman of the sub-committee 


on arrangements, to see to it that all 


newspaper correspondents were admit- 
ted to the committee meetings. 


Captain New discussed President 


Taft's request with his brothers of the 
committee, and as a result Committee- 
man Hart of Iowa offered a resolution 
calling for the admission cf two repre- 
sentatives each for the five newspaper 
press 
associations 
of ' the 
United 


States. Committeeman Frank B. Kel- 
logg of Minnesota offered an amend- 
ment to Mr. Hart's resolution calling 
for the admission of the two represen- 
tatives from each of the five press 
associations and also for one repre- 
sentative of all the newspaper corre- 
spondents entitled to the privileges of 
the house of representatives. 


Vote Was Three to One. 


Much discussion followed before the 


vote was taken. 
If Mr. Kellogg's 


amendment was accepted the national 
committee would have to make provi- 
sion for 200 correspondents. 
It was 


explained that there was absolutely no 
accommodations for that number of 
correspondents. If the Hart amend- 
ment was accepted it would provide 
for the admission of but ten newspa- 
per correspondents, representing asso- 
ciations which represent all the great 
newspapers. 
Mr. Keilogg's amend- 


ment was lost by a vote of 39 to 13. 


The thirteen committeemen who 


voted for the Kellogg amendment are 
here given for the reason that they 
represent'the Roosevelt sentiment con- 
cerning this matter: Borah of Idaho, 
Dupont of Delaware, Hart of Iowa, 
Burnam of Kentucky, Wight of Louis- 
iana, Kellogg of Minnesota, Ward of 
New York, Capers of South Carolina, 
Thorsen of South Dakota, 
Lyon of 


Texas, Loose of TTtab. Rns'prs of Wis- 


consin and O'1/nighin of the District 
of Columbia. Senator Dixon, director 
general for the Roosevelt forces, had 
the proxy of Flannigan of Nevada, but 
he did not use it, from motives of del1- 
cacy, he said. "I started out on the 
square," Dixon said, "and will not sit 
on my own case or cases in which 1 
am interested." 


Immediately after Victor Rosewater 


of Nebraska, acting chairman, called 
the meeting to order. Captain New of- 
fered a resolution calling for the elec- 
tion of Mr. Rosewater as chairman ot 
the committee. This was unanimously 
adopted.

The colonel made it plain that he 


did not feel that his presence would 
be desirable in the early stages of the 
conflict, but later, that is another mat- 
ter. He more than Intimated that the 
last cf next week might see a change 
In his plans. 


"I am not now intending to go, but 


[ may go on at the end of next week." 
This was as far as he cared to commit 
him'self on the oft occurring question.

Jesus three illustrations of that false 
righteousnes which he will not coun- 
tenance in his new kingdom.

Jesus begins with a short parable,

He has already told, us we are to build 
upon his -words, which were the truth. 
Now' ho shows us that to call him 
"Lord. Lord" with lips only, and not 
because of a heart conviction, even 
though it DC known and heard of all 
men, 
wili not avail. This sort of cry- 


ing aloud shall be tested by him who 
knows the thoughts and the intents 
of the heart and it, too, shall receive 
the just reward of all hypocrisy. To 
cry "Lord; Lord,' 'to judge others by 
different, standards, from those by

Urges Negroes Everywhere on the 
Island to Arm Themselves For the 
Purpose of Doing Away With Their 
White Neighbors—Havana Seriously 
Threatened by the Blacks. 
tHavana, June 7.—The mayors are 


everywhere organizing volunteers, and 
while there is nothing definite.'rumors 
are rife that small parties of armed 
negroes are appearing . on all sides 
in the vicinity of Havana. 
Many 


negroes are arriving in Havana every, 
tour. In the house of one Bartlette 
the police found a manifesto dated 
Jan. 15, addressed to the negroes and 
exhorting them to exterminate the 
whites. The negroes, according to the 
manifesto, were the only Cubans who 
had sacrificed themselves for Cuban 
independence. 


The government continues to organ- 


ize a local guard of defense of Havana, 
arming all reputable whites who vol- 
unteer. 
These volunteers include 


many Americans. The government is 
enlisting coast artillerymen to fill up 
vacancies in the ranks. Volunteers 
are being paid $1.50 a day and 
equipped. 


The rebel general Bugenio Lacosto 


has made a demand that the planters 
near Yateras furnish him with $6,000 
cash and a quantity of arms and am- 
munition, or in lieu of the latter pay 
him another $6,000. It the demands 
are not complied with he says he will 
burn and massacre. Reports of as 
saults on women by the negroes in 
Santiago continue. 


President Gomez has instructed Gen- 


eral Monteguado, 'the commander-in- 
chief of the Cuban forces, to withdraw 
his men wherever the American ma- 
rines undertake to protect property, 
and to gather up the arms issued to 
citizens. At the same time they are 
to draw up a declaration that the prop- 
erties are being adequately protected 
by the Americans, that such protec- 
tion was unsolicited, and that in con- 
sequence of the substitution of Ameri- 
cans for Cubans, the Cuban republic 
repudiates all responsibility for any 
damage which may occur.

law prevails in Santiago. 


Consul Gibson gave a c/)py of this 


order from Secretary of State Knox to 
the minister of war: 
"I have the 


honor to inform you that the presi- 
dent has decided to send four warships 
to the port of Oriente and disembark 
marines to protect the Americans, hut 
without attacking the rebels. 
The 


president hopes the 
Cuban govern- 


ment will quickly end the revolt, oth- 
erwise the United States, in 'accord 
ance with the treaty, will be obliged 
to push an actitve campaign to crush 
the rebellion."
